Dumke On Faculty Crisis 
At Campus Press Meet

The State Colleges face the worst 
situation in their history in the 
recruitment of qualified faculty. 
They have been able to secruit less 
than 34% of the 1,313 faculty needed 
for 1965-66 and the major difficulty 
lies in inadequate salaries. 

This dire statement comes from a 
report of the California State College 
Trustees and explains the presence of 
Chancellor Glen S. Dumke at a press 
conference on campus Wednesday 
afternoon in the Sierra Room. 

Chancellor Dumke stated the col- 
lege system faces the “unpleasant 
possible necessity of turning away 
literally thousands of qualified stu- 
dents” if the faculty recruitment 
problem is not combated. 

West Warns 

President Guy A. West, speak- 
ing to assembled newsimen, said he 
could foresee SSC turning away 300- 
400 students in light of only 50% of

the needed faculty assured for |965- 
66 

Dumke stressed the seriousness of 
the problem stating “it must be 
brought to the attention of the people 
of the state and the Legislature.” 

In the face of rapidly mounting en- 
roliments and faculty vacancies only 
two choices remain open to the Trus- 
tees if increased college budgets are 
not forthcoming — reduce the quality 
of instruction while continuing to 
admit all qualified students or main- 
tain quaity by restricting enroliments 

Advence Quality 

The Board of Trustees submitted a 
1965-66 support budget of $165 
million which was designed to main- 
tain and advance academic quality 
in the system. The basic considera- 
tion was to meet the increases in 
workload and related costs resulting 
from an anticipated 16% enrollment 
growth as well as a 15.8% salary 
increase for faculty members.

the heterogeneous personalities of 
O'Neill's actual family.

Although O'Neill wrote of the 
misery of living in the environment 
of a miserly father, a drug addicted 
mother and an alcoholic brother, 
Long Day's Journey is not consider- 
ed a totally angry revelation of 
character, but rather as almost a 
deferential play, as much Ww say, 
“It is over.

The Trustees’ budget request was 
cut to $130 million in the Governor's 
“bare bones” Budget, reducing 
support for workload (despite the 
projected 16% enrollment growth) 
below the current year's level and 
eliminating the faculty salary in- 
crease. 

Also climinated was an important 
group of requests aimed at improv- 
ing the overall educational quality 
of the system, including such items 
as funds for increased library hoid- 
ings, now well below the national 
average. 

Meo Competition 

Dumke pointed out that 1956-57 
was the last year when professors 
salaries in California were competi- 
tive with others across the nation, 
and that presently “small private 
colleges in the state can outbid by 
as much as five thousand dollars a 
year.” 

He also stressed the impact of 
increasing enroliment stating, “The 
student enrollment buige is upon us.” 
He commented that the 12-14 thou- 
sand full professors turned out by 
graduate schools each year are not 
enough to fill the need because at 
least half go into business, industry, 
or government rather than education. 

Because it is nearing the end of 
the recruiting season, Dumke said if 
the Legislature were to act immedi- 
ately upon a proposal by Assembly-

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and will have many opportunities to 
become acquainted with the 
museums and galleries of Paris as 
well as the art and intellectual 
centers. Leisure time will be allowed 
for participating in other activities 
of special \nterest. 

Included in the cost of the tour is 
the round-trip jet ticket, hotel accom- 
modations in New York and on the 
Left Bank of Paris, and meals en 
route including a continental break- 
fast in Paris. Price will vary accord- 
ing to the number of units taken.

“I am, however, much appreciative 
of the Governor's recent position 
modifying his earlier budget to offer 
a

He explained that through salary 
savings at 4% the two million dollars 
turned over to the Siate last year 
could restore the pay cut suffered 
earlier this year. 

“It is entirely up to the Legis- 
lature where the money will come 
from for the salary increase,” he 
added, “but from our perspective 
some form of new tax package is 
necessary.” 

Presently the Trustees are en-

Gains In Legislature 


The Assembly Education Commit- 
tee recently approved Assembly 
Bill 652 which will increase state 
college faculty salaries by about 15 
percent. The next step according to 
the bill's author, Assemblyman 
William F. Stanton, is the Ways and 
Means Committee where opposition 
to the bill is expected. 

Stanton, a former college profes- 
sor, argued that state college salaries 
are lagging far behind other colleges 
and universities, private industry and 
government. 

“Uniless this situation is remedied,” 
claimed Stanton, “the state colleges 
will lose many of their best pro- 
fessors and will not be able to re- 
cruit top-quality new faculty.” 

Stanton said statistics show that a 
minimum increase of 15 percent is 
necessary to retaain competitive with 
institutions of comparable rank 

COMPARE SYSTEM 

Stanton said he was comparing 
the system against such schools as 
Occidental, Pomona Brooklyn Col- 
lege, and Colorado State 

Stanton said that the requested 
increase was not primarily for the 
benefit of the professors

‘The real victim, Stanton 
said, was the student and prospective 
student, who through failure of the 
Legislature to appropriate sufficient 
funds to attract a good faculty will 
receive an education from unquali- 
fied professors and suffer from 
overcrowded classrooms. ; 
QUALITY DROPS 
Stanton said the quality of educa- 
tional instructors has dropped con- 
siderably in the past few years. 
Several years ago Stanton said 75% 
of the faculty had doctorates when 
hired, now only 25% of the instruc- 


tors hired have doctorates. 


Stanton said it is becoming in- 
creasingly hard for colleges to fill 
vacancies because of the present 
low salary scale. He said San Fer- 
nando State was a typical example. 
The school had 65 vacancies and 
was only able to fill 34 positions by 
March 24th. 


Assemblyman Stanton was sup- 
ported in his plea for higher salaries 
by representatives of the Association 
of California State College Pro- 
fessors and the California Federa- 
tion of Teachers and Trustees.

Several years ago the concept of a college union was conceived for this 
campus. Since its inception many people have worked diligently and enthusi- 
astically for a college union. 

Now we are ready for the last formal step of approval for our union: the 
demonstration of our support by our votes. Similar unions have already been 
approved at many of the other state colleges. However, before we can vote 
intelligently we must ask two questions: 1. What am { voting for? 2. What's 
it going to cost me? 

A union is a concept. It is not just a physical facility, but a program which 
is cultural, recreational, and social in scope. More than this it will be the one 
factor which will do the most toward establishing this college as a center of 
learning. It wi:l serve as the hub of all activity on this campus. it will be the 
one aspect of this college of direct benefit to all students. It will be the place 
to go for discussivun and intellectual exchange of ideas in addition to being a 
center of social interaction. It will be the factory which will completely trans- 
form this institution from a commuter campus into a close knit student 
community. 

What will it cost? The fees as proposed are nomunai. In terms of operation 
they are minimal.

In my initial announcement in the 
last paper I spoke of my strong 
support for the proposed college 
union; specific recommendations for 
increasing the quantity and quality 
of cultural programs and social con- 
certs; implimentation of faculty and 
curriculum evaluation by students; 
the need for improvement in the 
Hornet and; consideration of need- 
ed future campus facilities. In this 
article, I should like to talk of three 
other major areas that | view as 
important. 

The first is the future of SSC and 
the state college system. Although 
many students are not yet aware of 
it, this college and the state college 
system face a major crossroad. The 
situation is this: because our faculty 
are payed between $1,000 to $1,500 
starting pay less than many of the 
colleges, universities, and even 
junior colleges with whom we must 
compete, most every department on 
campus is unable to fill vacancies 
for next year. The danger is clear and 
present. Unless the situation ‘« 
changed immediately this college 
will slowly sink downhill. Not only 
will we be unable to get new faculty 
but old faculty will be forced to ieave. 

We, as students, must jump into 
this fight. It is our education, our 
college that is at stake. We must 
join with the other state college 
students, alumni, faculty associations 
in an attempt to inform the public 
of the grave situation in the hope that 
the state legislature wil! realize the 
situation their inaction is causing. 

Inherent in this view is a respect 
for the excellence of our present 
faculty. | cannot agree with those 
students and faculty members who 
tear down SSC as a “fifth rate 
college.” Our faculty deserve all the 
support we can give them not only 
in a financial sense but in recognition 
for their excellence. I intend to bring 
the recognition to them in every way 
possible and to the excellence of the 
campus, not the detriments, which 
they personify 

The second area is community 
relations. What this campus needs 
is a massive public relations cam- 
paign directed to the community. ! 
intend, through the local news media, 
through local business, and through 
local and state officials to do this. | 
hope that by the end of the year the 
city of Sacramento will proclaim a 
“Sacramento State College Week” 
in we will hold “open house” to 
the public. 

Finally, | intend to make every 
effort to involve students in their 
government and to keep them in- 
formed. | will issue “State of the 
ASSSC”™ messages periodically and 
attempt whenever possible to speak 
to student groups. But the main 
thing to promote interest is that 
the student government do things 
that are really meaningful to the 
students. This I plan to do if given 


opportunity.

Ritchie Eich 


There are many critera which 
should be considered by voters in 
determining a candidate's potential. 

- Among the myriad usually mentioned 
' are experience, ability, and leader- 
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ship. I indeed concur that these are 
vital characteristics for one who is 
desirous of representing a constitu- 
ency of over 9,000. 

With the realization of this, | 
believe that such factors as desire, 
aggressiveness, time to devote, and 
familiarization with more than 9ne 
student organization should also be 
considered. 

Having been on the Board of 
Directors, I have been in a position 
to observe, first hand, the workings 
of the Vice Presidency. 

Basically, there are three main 
responsibilities of the Vice President. 
Being chairman of the Board of 
Directors, thus directly responsible 
for the orderliness as well as the 
legislation presented at the meetings.

Stiff $75 Fine 


After hearing an appeal presented 
by Martin Haney, representing the 
SSC Ski Club, the BOJ has ruled 
that it, the Ski Club, must pay $15 of 
an original $75 charged against it and 
be denied audio-visual privileges for 
the rest of the semester for failure 
to return a projector to the Audio- 
Visual Department within the pre- 
scribed time limit. 

The case arose when the Ski Club 
checked out a projector from the 
Audio-Visual department on January 
14, 1965. The projector was returned 
on January 29, 1965, and under the 
then existing rules a five dollar-a-cay 
late return fine was levied. The Ski 
Club contested the bill on eight 
counts. 

“1. The past record of the SSC Ski 
Club’s dealings with the Audio- 
Visual Department has been 
excellent.” 

“2. The reason for the late return 
was not through intentional negli- 
gence. Because of the time of year 
(the week before and during finals), 
The porjector sat unnoticed in the 
office of the SSC Ski Club advisor, 
Dr. P. R. Murry.” 

“3. The Audio-Visual Department 
did notify the SSC Ski Club after a 
reasonalbe length of time, and there- 
fore they are negligent in the fact that 
they let the situation continue with- 
out taking any action.” 

“4. The projector was returned 
immediately after the SSC Ski Club 
officers were informed about the 
situation (this information was re- 
ceived via the ‘grape-vine’).” 

“5. The purpose of this penality 
is to make the club realize the rea- 
sons for the rules, not to earn money 
for the ASSSC or the Audio-Visual 
Department.” 

“6. The SSC Ski Club operates on 
a minimum budget and a bill of this 
size would force the club into bank- 
ruptcy. The absence of a club from 
the campus because of a late pro 
jector penality is a severe price to 
pay.” 

“7. Because the projector was not 
damaged there were no expenses

involved: this bill is supposed to 
function as a penality for the tardi- 
ness in return, not as a method to 
build up the treasury of either the 
ASSSC or the Audio-Visual Depart- 
ment.” 

“8. The money from the Audio- 
Visual penality bills goes into a 
kitty which is, oddly enough, con- 
trolled by the ASSSC. At this point 
we would like to make an injection: 
Who is the ASSSC representing? 
The Audio-Visual Department or 
members of the student body who 
comprise the SSC Ski Club, and who 
are responsible for electing the offi- 
cials of the ASSSC.” 

In explaining the BOJ decision, 
Chief Justice Larry Mc Vicar stated 
that two things piompted the deci- 
sion. The first is that there is a new 
rule in effect which requires, in cases 
such as this, that clubs be notified 
after a reasonalbe amout of time. 
Secondly, according to McVicar, 
the BOJ doesn't wish to be respon 
sible for forcing an active orgamza- 
tion such as the Ski Club off campus

Vote Often | Representatives ? 


“Vote early and vote often” are the words each of us 
should have tattoed upon his forehead as April 28 and 29 
approaches. This is naturally the date of the student body 
elections, an event of great importance. 

Contrary to the national scene, your vote counts. And the 
more you vote the more it counts. Last year I voted twice 
myself and, am ashamed to say, was not enough of a citizen 
to go vote a third time. Unfortunately my man for president 
lost, but some of my lesser hopfuls won. Fortunes of war. 

But these men are the men who determine campus 
policy, and appoint members to the Boards of Justice, 
Finance, and a host of other positions. They determine 
how your ten dollar student fee should be spent, and how 
the spoils should be split. 

They also reflect our idealogical stand. Take for an in- 
stance the recent boycott of Alabama products which 
passed the Board of Directors. This is truly a noble thing, 
and would undoubtedly warm the cockles of General 
Winfield Scott who first formed the “Anaconda” policy of 
the Civil War. The Hornet only regrets that the Board was 
not firm enough in completing their policy. We cannot sell 
on campus food or goods produced in the state of Alabama. 
Yet Alabama produces cotton, which is made into cloth. 
We have yet to see any of the Board members naked, which 
is a great shame. They should have the courage of their 
convictions. 

As you see, these are the kind of people we elect to rule 
our campus life. And, as Men's Representative Bob 
Southern, said when questioned on the right of the Dir- 
ectors to boycott Alabama goods, “We are elected on our 
principles.” Though Mr. Southern ran unopposed, he has 
the right idea. 

After these people are elected on their “convictions,” 
they should be able to go their merry way. I, for one, see 
nothing wrong with never bothering your constituency with 
minor things like the Alabama boycott. After all, we voted, 
what more could be asked of us? The Editor of the Hornet, 
for instance, has never been asked his opinion by the 
Representative of Humanitess and Fine Arts, but he 
doesn’t fee] slighted, even though his two votes did help 
elect that person. 

And to you, poor sons of Adam, the choice is stupendous. 
I mean, by God, that the person you help elect may, by 
some strange phase of the moon, do something important 
for you, like the Alabama situation. 

These men are your elected representatives, so pay 
attention to what they say. Perhaps many of them, like the 
Student Union, which is also being considered, deserve 
an affirmative vote. If they don’t, cast a negative vote. 
Even your own name is better than that of a person who 
does not seek his constituency on the “important issues” 
of the day. 

So get out their like Teddy Roosevelt and the Hornet 
Editor and cast that vote — again, and again, and again.

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Students will be asked next Thursday and Friday to cast 
ballots for members of the Board of Directors, the campus 
governing body. It too often seems an inconsequental act 
to vote for a student Vody officer, but the Hornet urges that 
students give the most serious attention this semester to the 
choosing of those who will act in their name. The reason for 
our concern is the quality of student government during 
this year. 

The ills are many. 

Men’s Representative Bob Southern, for example, claims 
he has no obligation whatsoever to his constituents. He 
bases this assertion on the dubious position that he was 
elected on the basis of his “Philosophy.” 

Southern, however, ran unopposed. 

Most of the (whatever number) elected board member, in 
fact, walked into office with not a single opponent to comp- 
licate their campaign promises. An example of the misuse of 
such unrestricted perogrative was the board of directors’ 
formal resolution on the Alabama crisis. Speaking for the 
more than 9,000 Sacramento State College students, four 
members of the board of directors parlayed four minds’ 
ideals into the monolithic “position” of a college popula- 
tion that in reality is comprised of students with widely 
varing attitudes. 

This is not to say we favor or disfavor their act. We ques- 
tion, rather, the fact that they took a stand in behalf of the 
students without consulting those for whom they pretend 
to speak. 

But unleashed, unopposed officers are not the only 
questionable element on the Board of Directors. Paul Sax 
did indeed have opponents in his successful bid last spring 
for presidency of the associated students. But we have 
here another curious circumstance in that John Poswall, 
one of Sax’s most virorous opponents, seems to have adopt- 
ed the policy: “If you can’t beat ‘em, join ‘em.” 

One wonders what the positions of the representatives 
on the BOD really is. Members talk of issues and stands, 
then act in what often appears as direct disreguard of 
previous commitments. 

Representatives of the press, can not always perceive 
the “intended” meaning of a phrase or idea. We, too, are 
subject to error. But the duty of the press is to report the 
new as it happens. Whether or not such news is keyed to 
the greater veneration of detriment of a specific association 
or idea is completely irrelevant. 

The Hornet runs these comments not to degrade the 
members of the BOD but in hopes that if basic misunder- 
standings are cleared up, a greater rapport between the 
students as a whole, the press and BOD can be brought 
about.

Robert Welch, president and 
founder of the John Birch Society 
has confirmed May 3 for his once 
postponed presentati on campus. 

Weich was to speak April 12, but 
cancelled out because he allegedly 
did not want to be in competition 
with John Stormer speaking in town 
the same night. Stormer, author of 
“None Dare Call it Treason” spoke 
of the plight America was headed for 
under its present leadership. 

Welch expounds the emminent 
peril this nation faces through com- 
munist subversion 

Welch and the society gained 
national notice through a manuscript 
called “the Politician” which related 
conspiracy to American politics. 

Welch will speak in the men's 
gymnasium at 8 p.m. A small ad- 
mission will be charged—50O cents 
per student or faculty member and 
one dollar for the general public. 
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
